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REMARKS 

Ait rejections 

The art rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Since the reference is complex, Applicants will confine their remarks to those portions or 
cited by the Examiner, except as otherwise indicated. Applicants make no representation as to 
the contents of other portions of the references. 

Any of the Examiner's rejections and/or points of argument that are not addressed below 
would appear to he moot in view of the following. Nevertheless, Applicants reserve the right to 
respond to those rejections and arguments and to advance additional arguments at a later date. 
No arguments are waived and none of the Examiner's statements are conceded. 

Independent claim 1 recites storing retrieved features in a storage medium for subsequent 
retrieval. This recited feature has the functional advantage of making the later simulcast more 
efficient and timely. 

For this feature, the Examiner cites Lhe Ullman reference at coL 8, 11. 9-15. Applicants 
have very carefully reviewed the cited text. They do not find that this section of Ullman teaches 
or suggests that enhanced features nre stored for subsequent retrieval. Instead, as far as 
Applicants can tell the features are retrieved and displayed immediately. 

Claim 1 further recites formatting retrieved features to generate a list. 

Against this recitation, the Examiner cites col. 8, lines 22-40. This section relates to a list 
of received URI/s. Applieunts do not find, after reading the section carefully, that this is a list of 
retrieved, enhanced features that have been stored. Tndeed the section says that the list of URLS 
are for the purpose of allowing the user to * 4 go back and retrieve . . . Web pages/' clearly staling 
that those arc not web pages that have already been retrieved. 
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Applicants accordingly respectfully submit that the Examiner has Tailed to make a prima 
facie case against claim I . 

Analogously, independent claim 8 recites 

(c) (2)(/0 downloading a number of enhanced features from the source of said 
synchronized wch simulcasts for storage in a memory medium for subsequent retrieval; and, 

(d) fbrrjaattmfi said retrieved enhanced features according to predetermined criteria to 
generate a content list selectable by said viewer 

ITic Examiner cites column 8 of the reference again for this, but, as has been previously 

pointed out, this section of the reference relates to retrieving information for immediate display. 
Also, the content list in the reference is for information to he retrieved, not for information 
already retrieved. The Examiner further cites col. 9, lines 20-28 of the reference. Applicants 
have reviewed this section of the reference and find again that it relates to retrieval lor immediate 
display, not for subsequenl display. 

Independent claim 15 analogously recites 

a storage means for storing ...a plurality of enhanced features ... ; 

a controlling means ... for formatting said retrieved enhanced features ... to generate a content 
list selectable by s<ud user 

Independent claim 20 analogously recites 

a processor configured to - . . 

store said retrieved enhanced features in a storage medium for subsequent retrieval; 

format said retrieved enhanced features according to predetermined criteria to generate a 
content list 

The new claims distinguish even more clearly over the references,
